5. Writer for Technical Mags sine Takes Crack at Agency lecturer 
The Business Council for International Understanding sponsor* fre- 
quent four-weak program# for businessmen slated for overseas duty in 
courses held at American University. OTR frequently furnishes one 
instructor to talk on "Communism: Theory and Strategy" before the 
group. The Washington Bureau Manager of Electron ics Magaajng , in 
writing about the businessmen's course In the October issue of the maga- 
zine, said, “And the fact that one of the lecturers . . . is of the Central 
Intelligence Agency makes some businessmen wonder if it would not be 
best to avoid BCIU altogether. ” The writer also quotes one business 
executive as saying, “We get enough problems abroad without having 
lectures by a CIA agent. “ This publicity, in a technical magazine of lim- 
ited circulation, is our first inkling that same students may think that a 
presentation by the Agency is inappropriate. We are examining the ad- 
visability of OTR's continuing to participate in this program.
